The Lion and 
Sun, or Shir-o-khorshid, is one of the better-known emblems 
of Iran, and between 1423 and 1979 was an element in 
Iran's national flag. The motif, which combines ancient 
Iranian, Arab, Turkish, Mon- 
gol and Jewish traditions, 
became a popular symbol |¥ 
in Iran in the 12th century. | 
The date itself is an SH 
(solar Hejira) date, which is 
based on the life’ of au 
Muhammed. To get the AD [Persian Numbers 1-10 
(Gregorian) date, add 621), 
to the SH date.

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In other words: AD date = SH date + 621. For the 1313 coin, 
the AD date is 1934. You can note the Persian number 5 in 
the centre of this coin for 5 Rials.

Solutions: 


There are 980 coins in the collection. To check this we add: 
1+2 + 1+4 + 1+5 + 49. This works out as 490 + 245 + 
196 + 49 = 980, as required. To work the answer out from 
the question, we observe that: 172 + 174 + 1+5 = 
19+20 and we know that there were 49 coins left, so 1+20 
of the collection is 49 coins, which means that the entire 
collection is 20 x 49 = 980 coins.

Early Halves (1794-1839) 
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FRANCOIS XAVIER PAQUET

are that one of the people responsible for creating some 
of the early token off-metal strikes was also the man that 
created the line drawings for P. N. Bretons well known book Illustrated History 
of Coins and Tokens Relating to Canada? 


Francois Xavier Paquet was born on January 12, 1845 in Quebec city but spent 
his early years in St. Jean Port Joli. In 1859 he began studies at St. Anne la 
Pocatiere until 1864 when he embarked on a career as a notary in St. Jean Port 
Joli. Five years later he began working as a general agent and telegrapher 
for the Grand Trunk Railway, the Levis and Kennebec railways, as well as the 
Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa and Occidental railways. Here he stayed until 1883 
when he was appointed as a draftsman at the chief architects office by the| 
minister of public works. He later became superintendent of exchange. 


Among the many talents of Mr. Paquet we can also include painter and illustrator. He was very skillful in water colours, on 
satin, vellum paper, etc., and illuminated many official presentation addresses. One such presentation was given by the 
St. Jean Baptiste Society of Ottawa to Queen Victoria on her golden jubilee in 1887. 


Paquet collected various things in his lifetime such as insects, minerals, stamps and coins. Later, he sold his 3800 piece 
stamp collection so as to concentrate on coins and tokens. An exhibit at the Central Canada Exhibition in Ottawa saw him 
awarded several prizes. 


Paquet was one of the 14 founders of the Numismatic Society of Ottawa, (Breton #825/100 issued) but it would seem 
this society never really got off the ground as it folded about 2 or 3 years later. One reason may be, as one observer put it 
“the founders were somewhat of a cultural clique with the membership a sort of mutual admiration society.” 


In 1893 Paquet compiled a catalog The Illustrated Catalog and Price List of Medals, Checks, and Communion Tokens of 
Ottawa and District. although its said not to have been published several copies exist in various stages of completion. 
Paquet also issued a second publication called ‘Canadian Numismatist.’ this publication was available by subscription 
but would appear to only have had a minor following, existing for about one year. Paquet was known to have provided the 
line drawings, which were used to make wooden dies, for illustrating P. N. Bretons popular book I/ilustrated History of 
Coins and Tokens Relating to Canada. 


Paquet was incredibly energetic in the 1890’s and was heavily involved with Pritchard and Andrews, the token makers, in 
soliciting business for the creation of checks, good for tokens, as well as numismatists cards etc. This was later to 
become a source of embarrassment for Pritchard and Andrews as they had to insist on Paquet obtaining permission from 
the issuer before he ordered the checks and cards he wanted. 


Correspondence, thankfully preserved and 
later donated by J.D. Ferguson to the Nation- 
al Currency Collection in Ottawa, paint a 
picture of a numismatist tirelessly writing 
letters and soliciting numismatic business. 
Some of these letters show evidence of off 
metal samples of collectors and merchants 
cards being ordered by Paquet and give good 
explanation to the varieties and mules that 
are available today. Paquet’s activities have 
Br 782 left today’s collector with some excellent 
varieties to pursue.

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BRITISH KING HENRY VII GOLD SOVEREIGNS _ 


The first English gold sovereign was struck in 1489 by order of King Henry VII. There were different gold sovereigns struck for 
King Henry, all without dates on them as was usual in the 15th Century. The Royal Mint’s history of gold sovereigns from 
1489—1989 originally believed the first issue has the king’s throne set against an elaborate diapered background, and on 
the reverse a small shield is placed in the centre of a large rose. This was disproved in that the first of all was a coin of which 
only one specimen survived, fortunately in the British Museum collection since 1915. This coin was partly copied from 
another large gold coin, the real d’or struck in the Netherlands by the Holy Roman Emperor Maximilian in 1487. The 
enthroned king sits in splendour, but against a simpler background. The reverse is much bolder, with the shield bigger in 
proportion to the rose and surmounted by a magnificent crown. This is referred as “The Tudor Sovereign.” The Tudors 
gained effective international recognition in the Treaty of Medina del Campo (by which Henry VII’s son and heir, Arthur, was to 
marry a Spanish princess). 


There are five different types of Henry VIl’s sovereign and the denomination seems to have been coined periodically through 
the reign on a limited scale, even if perhaps an original provision that two were to be struck from every pound of gold may not 
always have been carried out. Sovereigns were issued as part of the first and second coinages of Henry VIII but production 
seems not to have been continuous. In particular, it seems that no sovereigns were produced in the decade or so after 1526. 
For the sake of clarity, issues of the Tudor sovereign can be usefully divided into three groups: sovereigns struck in fine (995) 
gold; sovereign issues of the Great Debasement; and sovereigns struck in crown (916) gold after the Debasement. 


Fine Gold: Henry VII Type 1 The designs for all sovereigns struck in fine gold consist 
of an enthroned portrait and a shield of the Royal Arms set against a Tudor rose. 
But the first issue of 1489, of which only a couple of specimens are known to ay 
survive, is highly distinctive - both for the simple background on the obverse and 
_the large crown above the shield on the reverse. More so than any of the later types, Le 
the first sovereign bears a striking resemblance to the real d’or - a gold coin issued 
in 1487 in the Netherlands. It may be that the Dutch coin served as the prototype 
for the sovereign, or it may be that the real d’or and the sovereign were both in- 
spired by current Spanish gold coins. 


Fine Gold: Henry Il Type 2 In the past it has been broadly accepted that the 
sovereign of the second type, with its field liberally scattered with fleurs de lys, was 
struck in connection with the French expedition of 1492. But this seems less likely 
4] in the light of recent work.
